E. C. Griswold Protests at Council Over 

Manner of Displacement from Assessorship 



Participation of Borough in 

Local Politics Advocated in 

Course of Discussion 



NEW ASSESSOR ATTENDS 



Advocacy of participation of the 
Narberth Borough Council in local 
politics was made at the March meet- 
ng on Monday night. The question 
arose over the displacement of Ed- 
ward C. Griswold, Real Estate Asses- 
sor for the Borough for the past four 
years. 

Mr. Griswold appeared at the 
meeting and made a protest to Coun- 
cil against the manner in which he 
had been abruptly dropped by the 
County authorities. 

Shortly after Mr. Griswold arose 
to state his views on the matter, Jos- 
eph P. White, who has been appoint- 
ed as Mr. Griswold's successor, en- 
tered the Council Chamber, accom- 
panied by Henry A. Smith, Republi- 
can organization worker in the Bor- 
ough* 

Mr. Griswold pointed out that he 
had received a curt note from the 
County authorities stating that his 
services were not needed as a deputy 
assessor and raised the question 
whether Council should let his dis- 
placement go by unnoticed, inasmuch 
as he ran for the post at the request 
of members of Council. 

"I resent the efforts of some of 
those who worked against me," he 
said. "In your own body here there 
are some who have not played 
square." In giving vent to his indig- 
nation at the manner in which he had 
been displaced, he said, "No person 
or property owner should make the 
statement that he will 'get that as- 
sessor.' I don't regret the loss of the 
job itself, but I don't want to be just 
let down." 

Mr. White then took the floor and 
expressed a desire to co-operate with 
Council in his work. "It is not my 
idea to cut my taxes, and I don't in- 
tend to play favorites," he said, as 
though in reply to the charge of his 
predecessor. "There are some things 
here, however," he said, in referring 
to assessments, "that are not right 
under present conditions." Mr. White 
asked Council to designate one of its 
members to work with him in mak- 
ing assessments. He stated that he 
did not wish to fix assessments with- 
out the knowledge of Council and 
added that he thought a real estate 
man of the Borough who was in 
touch with current property values 
should also be consulted.

Comparing their characteris- 
tics with the Japanese, Mr. Severing- 
haus said that the Japanese were ex- 
cellent imitators, but not such suc- 
cessful originators of ideas as their 
Chinese neighbors. 

Miss Margaret Kent, who intro- 
duced the speaker, also thanked him 
on behalf of the girls, who demon- 
strated their interest in the subject 
of China by plying Mr. Severinghaus 
with numerous questions at the termi- 
nation of his talk.

"There is an Old Testament story 
of David's attempt to make amends 
for a sin against God. He sought to 
buy from Ornah a site for an altar. 
Ornah generously offered to give him 
not only the site, But also oxen for 
the burnt offering, threshing instru- 
ments for wood and wheat for cereal 
offering. What generosity! Yet Dav- 
id chose rather to buy these things, 
saying, "I will not take what is yours 
for God, nor will I offer as a sacri- 
fice what has cost me nothing!" 

"We modern Christians are much 
more like that man told of in Isaiah, 
who cut down a tree, used part of the 



wood for a fire to warm him, part to 
roast his food, and with the remain- 
der he made himself a god. We make 
our god of the left-overs! No won- 
der He serves us so poorly! 

"There is a price tag on every 
man, on every achievement, on every 
pleasure, — on every thing that is in 
our world ! Too many of us are mere- 
ly 'window-shopping* in life. Espe- 
cially is this true of Religion and 
Worship where we are in grave dan- 
ger of allowing the living dogmas of 
the dead to become the dead dogmas 
of the living. If we are to have a 
religion worth keeping we must form 
it from the things we have ourselves 
experienced — upon which there is al- 
ways a "price tag." 

"Paradoxically enough, there is a 
very high price upon shallow think- 
ing and shabby living To that end, 
we are grateful for the conscience 
that will not allow us to rub off the 
'price tag' on what we offer to God!"

Men prominent in civic and governmental affairs of the Main Line are 
linked with the Merion Title loan system in the supplementary report of 
the Depositors' Committee released this week, based on the State Banking 
Department's inventory. In one form or another virtually all of these men 
dabbled in real estate. 

J. J. Dougherty, a Sixty-ninth Street promoter, is listed in the supple* 
mentary report as the individual receiving the greatest amount in loans from 
the Merion Title and Trust Company. His total amount is $408,935.07. 
It is appraised at $35,000 in the State Banking Department inventory. 

The largest company or corporation loan went to the Merion Construe' 
tion Company. The total of loans to this company was $446,160.72. No 
value is rated on this loan. 

Among the officers and directors of the bank, Richard J. Hamilton is 
credited with the largest amount of loans totaling $170,145, with an appraised 

value of $2712.15. Mr. Hamilton is

"Dreamers who walk," said W. Rus- 
sell Green, speaker at the Woman's 
Community Club of Narberth on 
Tuesday afternoon, "are not those 
who spend their lives in dreaming im- 
possible things, but the dreamers who 
accomplish something" 

"Ever since the beginning of man," 
said Mr. Green, "there have been 
dreamers who have seen their dreams 
come true. Ever since the time of Jos- 
eph, who as far as we know was one 
of the first dreamers who walked, the 
great mass of unseeing people have 
looked upon these dreamers with 
scorn. George Washington, too, was 
another of these dreamers who walk- 
ed, and who lived to see many of his 
dreams come true. Others were Ben- 
jamin Franklin, Thomas A. Edison, 
and a long list of scientists, inven- 
tors and other professional men. Rus- 
sell H. Conwell had his visions, for 
when building his great church, he 
provided a door in an upper hall, 
which he promised at some time 
would be the link between a great 
university and a church. This dream 
has come true, 

"Many of these dreamers who have 
built up civilization by their dreams 
have come from obscure places. The 
woman's clubs have also been classed 
among the dreamers who walked, and 
have also had many of their dreams 
realized, judging by the results of 
their efforts in many fields. In all 
clubs, both men's and women's, team 
work is always necessary, therefore 
it is often necessary to sacrifice some 
of our dreams to those of others. Of 
course we all hate to do this, for one 
can never tell just what the results 
of these dreams will be. One must 
not simply dream, but must work to 
accomplish them." According to Mr. 
Green, the women's organizations 
have something on the men when it 
comes to working out their dreams. 

Mr. Green decried the sensational- 
ism of the press and the amount of 
publicity given to the various murder 
cases. However, he claimed there 
must be a reason for this, and that 
was that the great reading public 
demanded it. 

"Today," the speaker said, "we need 
more dreamers who love their coun- 
try and who will not only dream, but 
think and plan to relieve some of the 
present conditions. There are many 
people to discourage the dreamer, but 
the true dreamer never lets this dis- 
courage him and goes on with his

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More Bank Facts 

In this issue there is published a 
substantial part of the State's ap- 
praisal of the assets of the Merion 
Title and Trust Company, as inter- 
preted by the Depositors' Committee. 
We draw no conclusions from the 
individual loans and mortgages ap- 
praised by the Banking Department, 
nor do we take it upon ourselves to 
place blame upon any individual. 
The list, however, as an example of 
bad banking practice, is collossal and 
shocking. 

Without detailed explanation, it is 
difficult to understand the reason for 
many of the low valuations placed 
upon the various assets. When the 
obligation rests upon a person of 
known integrity and substantial 
affairs — as many of these loans do — 
some of the blame no doubt falls on 
business conditions. 

The fact, however, that a tremend- 
ous part of this great loss is due to 
large loans to real estate operators, is 
something which every citizen and 
every other banker might well observe. 
If we assume that in no case was 
there any dishonesty, no personal gain 
at the expense of the bank, we are 
left with the conclusion that the bank 
was made a joint speculator, standing 
to join in no profits, but to bear most 
of the losses. 

Certainly a situation such as is re- 
vealed by the published list is a clear 
demonstration of where the shoals are 
located. No one in the Merion Title, 
when loans were made on visionary 
and inflated properties, seems to have 
heard the old adage: "Everything 
which goes up must come down." 

But there is a conclusion still more 
important which may be drawn from 
all this: Very few of these headaches 
appear to be due to legitimate busi- 
ness advances to the community as a 
whole; very few to loans made to or- 
ganizations and municipal bodies; 
very few, in brief, to items which sup- 
port the usual small bank. And yet, 
very few years ago, the Merion Title 
and Trust Company paid large divi- 
dends. Today, in the face of bad 
times, other Main Line banks are mak- 
ing good money in legitimate and con- 
servative banking. 

Excepting for the work of the sal' 
vage crew, the past is gone. Indig- 
nation at the death of the Merion 
Title will not make a new bank. The 
task for the future, and it must not 
be delayed, is the formation of a sub- 
stantial community bank for Ardmore, 
to cater to the large amount of honest, 
conservative banking business which 
is available. This new bank need not 
gamble in real estate to make money, 
not lend its funds to relatives and 
friends of the officers. Such a new 
bank can make very good money, and 
at the same time lift the very dark 
clouds which hang over the future of 
the Main Line.

A Warning on Relief 

Appeals for aid for the needy un- 
employed, will, no doubt be heartily 
backed by residents of Lower Merion 
Township, especially for the less for- 
tunate of our Township who are un' 
employed, but we believe the residents 
of the Township should be warned 
of the many organizations who are 
soliciting funds for purposes other 
than the aid of the unemployed. 

In order, therefore, that the resi- 
dents may be protected from these 
"racketeers and panhandlers," it is 
our desire to let them know that the 
Lower Merion Police Department is 
taking every step possible to keep 
them out of the Township. There 
are many organizations claiming re- 
ligious connections to aid them in 
their solicitations and according to 
State Law, the Police Department 
cannot stop them until they become 
obnoxious, or it is proven the funds 
are used for other purposes, which is 
a long and tedious procedure. We 
do wish to state, however, that the 
Main Line Federation of Churches 
does look after the needs of the pec 
pie in this district, the proceeds being 
properly distributed. 



Mail Time 

During those times when the Va- 
grant is obliged to remain in one place 
for any considerable length of time, 
which of itself is always irksome, 
there is nothing that then contributes 
to his satisfaction more than the 
daily visits of the postman, especially 
the first call about breakfast time. 
The more he brings the better The 
Vagrant likes it. Eagerly he takes 
the pile of mail and seeks out a quiet 
spot where, with a formidable letter- 
opener, he can commune with the 
thoughts of those who seek his atten- 
tion, even his patronage, on a bright, 
new morning. Given time enough, 
The Vagrant will putter mentally 
even with the most crude and blatant 
advertising appeals, provided they 
have come by mail and were not 
thrown on his doorstep. And as for 
communications from friends, his 
prompt and eager replies must be 
a source of dismay, for it is seldom 
possible for them to have the satisfac- 
tion of thinking that he owes them 
a letter. Letter opening time of the 
day is one period when The Vagrant 
would rather be silent than talking, 
an inconsistency in his temperament 
which La Vagrante, in spite of these 
years and years of constant associa- 
tion, never seems to have learned. 

Yokels vs. New York 

Included among the letters which 
came to The Vagrant last week was 
a private communication from Wash- 
ington predicting that the Adminis- 
tration would encourage an investi- 
gation of the recent short-selling 
practices on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. The Vagrant's correspond- 
ent says that the motives behind that 
decision are principally political, for 
ears-to-the-ground professionals have 
stated in party councils that an out- 
standing force in the public senti- 
ment of the great American hinter- 
land is almost universal hostility to- 
ward the stock market and New York 
financial practices. These political 
dopesters say that no man who is in 
any way allied to Wall Street can be 
elected President this year, and that 
to win the election it is necessary to 
take a crack at New York. Undoubt- 
edly any such investigation as that 
which is proposed will unearth much 
scandal, and while The Vagrant has 
no objection to seeing any bloated ox 
being gored, still he is inclined to 
think that such a development will 
certainly not be conducive to that 
restoration of public and business 
confidence for which the President 
has professedly been so solicitous, 
nor will a campaign appeal, based 
upon the natural vindictiveness of a 
lot of western yokels, who are now 
smarting over their speculative losses, 
be likely to get the country or Hoov- 
er himself anywhere in the long run. 

Paradox 

Also included in last week's batch 
of mail was an appeal from the U. S. 
Army Information Service asking 
The Vagrant if he would not make 
it known to his readers that the citi- 
zens' training camps provide for rank- 
and-file young men in only 30 brief 
days exactly that training which is 
required to fit them for important, 
executive positions in big business. 
It may be that the drill-sergeant 
method is the proper way to train 
business executives, but if that is so, 
isn't it strange that with the ranks 
of business filled these many years 
with graduates of the Great War 
there should be now such a paucity of 
executive leadership; that the U. S. 
Army Information Service should 
have written in its circular letter of 
March 10th, "From the smallest pos- 
sible business to the great national 
and international mergers of Big 
Business comes today a universal and 
crying need — 'Give us loyal employes; 
give us young men who can assume 
responsibility!' ?" It's strange, isn't 
it? 

Old Age Security 

The Pennsylvania Committee for 
Old Age Security was also numbered 
among those who contributed to The 
Vagrant's pile of mail during the 
past week. They would appreciate 
an extensive mention of themselves 
and their aims in this column, and 
they shall have at least this para- 
graph, God bless them! They are 
seeking support for the proposed 
amendment to the state constitution 
by which the power of the Legisla- 
ture to deal with the aged poor may 
be enlarged. The gentle readers of 
this column, 90 per cent, of them, at 
least, have all seen their savings for 
old age seriously impaired and lost 
during the recent past. Some of those 
losses have been incurred through in- 
stitutions which were chartered and 
regularly examined by the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania. It would 
have been better had that money gone 
to paying taxes to accumulate a state- 
guaranteed old-age security. The 
state must either give us such secur- 
ity or take long and drastic steps to- 
ward reforming those private insti- 
tutions which it sanctions for the cus- 
tody of our private accumulations for 
old age.

The Grand Old Party 



To the Editor of Our Town: 

Here we are three months along in 
a Presidential year and it is high 
time that the people of Narberth be- 
gan to take some thought of political 
affairs and of their own responsibili- 
ties pertaining thereto. For reasons 
best known to themselves an over- 
whelming majority of the people of 
this borough have enrolled them- 
selves as members of the Kepublican 
party and the present writer will as- 
sume therefore that he is addressing 
voters who are by free choice mem- 
bers of that political persuasion. If 
any of the borough's few hundred 
Democrats and even both of our so- 
cialists care to glance at this strictly 
Republican discussion, it certainly 
will do them no harm and if thereby 
even one of those brands should be 
snatched from the burning, so much 
the better for the cause of good gov- 
ernment, as we see it. 

Here we are then, all members of 
the Grand Old Party which since the 
days of the sainted Lincoln has al- 
most always been favored with the 
national mandate of the American 
people. No American who is proud 
of the present place of his country 
in world affairs, who takes pride in 
American institutions as tjiey exist to- 
day, can exclude from the record the 
constructive achievements of the 
dominant political party of the past 
70 years. The Republican party has 
demonstrated a capacity to govern, an 
ability to get things done, to accept 
and successfully discharge responsi- 
bility. All that has been accomplish- 
ed through organization and disci- 
pline. 

The voters of Narberth, however, 
have frequently, in fact, almost ha- 
bitually, been induced to cast their 
votes in favor of disorganization. 
Vigor of opinion and intelligent inter- 
est in voting are qualities of citizen- 
ship which no one can criticise ad- 
versely, but insurrection, in order to 
justify itself must accomplish some- 
thing. Independence that is chronic 
and personal and always futile, has 
no justification whatsoever in the 
eyes of thoughtful citizens. The so- 
called independents of Narberth usu- 
ally are opposed to the County Or- 
ganization, which is headed by Mr. 
Charles Johnson. They have been 
belaboring Mr, Johnson and all his 
works for years and, on the whole, 
the Republicans of Narberth have 
given them pretty consistent support. 
What has that kind of voting accom- 
plished for the people of Narberth as 
good Republicans, as citizens and as 
taxpayers? Nothing. 

Is there any satisfaction for Nar- 
berth Republicans to be able to think 
that practically every Republican of- 
fice holder in the county and some in 
the state and nation, are now in of- 
fice in spite of the votes of Narberth ? 
Does that make the Narberth man 
feel any better when he writes to his 
representatives in Harrisburg or 
Washington, and inscribes the name of 
this borough at the top of his letter- 
head? When on his legitimate occa- 
sions he needs to go to the seat of 
county authority at Norristown does 
he find that his inescapable Narberth 
label is helpful? But, you say, if his 
occasions are legitimate he has a citi- 
zen's right to be considered regardless 
of political affiliations. That is true 
and at Norristown no man has been 
deprived of courteous consideration 
because of independent voting by his 
community, yet it is entirely right 
and proper, as political party man- 
agement goes, that some memory 
should linger, some slight regret should 
be felt toward those people who al- 
ways turn a cold shoulder toward 
the party organization and who, year ! 
after year, follow some self-seeking 
will o' the wisp outside of the reser- 
vation. 

Here is a significant thing for the 
Republicans of Narberth to consider. 
The independents as a group never 
make any attempt to enter the cam- 
paigns for strictly local offices. They 
know that the Narberth electorate, 
when it is completely informed re- 
garding candidates and issues, as is 
always the case in campaigns for 



Council and the School Board, will 
always decide the issue on its merits 
and that any attempt to create a 
bogey man, to frighten the voters, 
would end in utter failure. There 
are two men holding strictly local of- 
fices who are usually classified as be- 
longing to the Stites faction. Each 
has been elected to his office on his 
merits, and since they are, after all, 
brother Republicans, it is not our de- 
sire to question their merits. We can 
point out, however, that neither of 
them knows from experience what it 
is to seek his local office against an 
opposing candidate. If they chronic- 
ally lend their names and their voices 
to the opposition in all contests out- 
side of the borough, why would not 
the Organization be justified some 
time in putting up a good local man 
against them for a strictly local 
office? This is no no threat. The 
writer is not on the county board of 
strategy. The only question which he 
wishes to leave in the minds of Nar- 
berth Republicans is this: What have 
you accomplished in personal satis- 
faction, or for your town or your 
party in the county, state and nation 
by voting with the the independents?

In reply to his request Council in- 
dicated that Clarence Kaeber, chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, would 
be the logical member of its body to 
consult with Mr. White, and after 
the meeting Messrs. White and Kae- 
ber were seen in consultation. 

In the discussion which ensued 
among members of Council, regret 
that the County authorities had not 
seen fit to reappoint Mr. Griswold and 
satisfaction with his work as Asses- 
sor was expressed. 

The following resolution, presented 
by Mr. Kaeber, was unanimously 
adopted: 

"WHEREAS, Council has been ad- 
vised that Mr. Edward C. Griswold, 
who has faithfully and efficiently 
served the Borough of Narberth for 
four years as Real Estate Assessor 
has been removed from office by new 
legislation; and 

"WHEREAS, it is felt by Council 
that the service rendered by Mr. Gris- 
wold was so notable that public rec- 
ognition should be given; therefore 

"BE IT RESOLVED, that we ex- 
press to Mr. Griswold our sincere 
appreciation for his four years of 
splendid service in equalizing the as- 
sessments of the Borough and that a 
copy of this resolution be sent to 
him." 

In the course of the discussion 
Councilman Robert F. Wood pointed 
out that a new state law had taken 
the power of choosing assessors from 
the electorate and given it to the 
County authorities. "It might have 
been the friendly thing," he said, "if 
the County Commissioners had con- 
sulted us over the appointment of a 
new assessor, but we have no reason 
to assume that Mr. White won't make 
a good one." He further suggested 
that the matter indicated Council 
might well be more active in the po- 
litical affairs of the Borough. "It is 
as much up to us as anyone else," he 
said. 

The displacement of Mr. Griswold 
was viewed as retribution by the 
County organization for his partici- 
pation in last Fall's political cam- 
paign on behalf of the Boyd group. 

"You can't hunt with the hounds 
and run with the hares," Mr. Wood 
said. "I for one am sick of going to 
Norristown to seek things for Nar- 
berth after the voters have poked the 
organization in the nose." 

President of Council Daniel Leitch 
stated his view that "if you don't 
vote straight you can T t expect the or- 
ganization to do anthing for you. 
Anything we have gotten from the 
County for the Borough has come in 
a roundabout way." As Mr. Wood 
phrased this point, "We have had to 
become a step child of Pete Hess." 
(Mr. Hess, Lower Merion Township 
Treasui*er, is the acknowledged organ- 
ization leader for the Main Line sec- 
tion of Montgomery County.) 

Disagreement with the views of 
these Councilmen was expressed by 
Burgess Henry A. Frye, who stated 
that in his opinion Narberth was ac- 
complishing just as much by keeping 
Borough affairs out of politics. 

Notification of the appointment of 
Mr. White as Assessor was made in 
the following letter to Charles V. 
Noel, secretary of Council, from the 
County Commissioners, William D. 
Ridgeway, H. Stanley Drake and 
G rover C. Albright. 

"This is to advise you that the 
County Commissioners have recom- 
mended to the Board of Assessments 
and Revision of Taxes the appoint- 
ment of Joseph White as Real Estate 
Assessor in the Borough of Narberth.

Start Seeds Now Under 

Glass for Early Garden 

If one is desirous of having an early 
flower garden now is the time to start 
the seeds, says W. O. Hird, of I. N. 
Simon & Son, Philadelphia. 

Coldframes, hotbeds or seed boxes, 
placed in front of a cellar window, 
can be used to advantage. Use a 
mixture of good garden soil, to which 
has been added a liberal quantity of 
sand. This will insure perfect drain- 
age and prevent the young seedlings 
from damping off. Care should be 
taken not to sow the seeds too deep, 
the general rule being three times 
their own depth, and in the case of 
small seeds, simply press them into 
the soil, shading them with newspa- 
pers until the seeds have germinated. 
Sow thinly and when the seedlings 
are large enough to handle, trans- 
plant, giving the plants sufficient 
room to allow for proper develop- 1 
ment. 

Do not over-water, and on warm 
sunny days plenty of ventilation 
should be given. Among the Annuals 
that should be started early are Scar- 
let Sage, Verbena, Petunias (the 
large flowering varieties), Stocks, 
Lantanax, Snapdragons, Agei-atum, 
Phlox Drummondi, Asters (the early 
varieties) , Carnation, Marguerite, 
Vinca, Lobelis, Alyssum, Chienran- 
thus (the Siberian Wallflower), Cy- 
noglossum or Chinese Forget-Me-Not 
and Zinnias. Viola and Pansy, if 
started early, will bloom the same 
season, and Delphinum if sown early 
under glass will produce plants that 
will bloom in the fall. Dahlia seed 
may also be started under glass. 

The Coltness Hybrids, a new minia- 
ture variety, is a splendid plant for 
beds or borders, growing only 1 8 
inches high and producing an abund- 
ance of miniature single blooms in 
various colors, while the double and 
Cactus varieties, if sown early under 
glass, will produce large flowers in 
the late summer and fall.

Calendar spring, but not the gar- 
dener's spring.

About April 15 is the average date 
of safety from the last frost. 
> 

Lawns may be rolled with a full 
water roller. About March 21st to 
31st is a good time. Some hardware 
shops rent rollers. 
> 

The bluebird was right on time, 
March 13. This is the day, accord- 
ing to the Delaware Valley Ornitho- 
logical Club, that the blue flash is 
first seen in this section. 
> 

Among the trees that have not 
proven satisfactory is the Norway 
maple. A large percentage of these 
trees develop girdling roots, which are 
not discovered until the tree has been 
half killed. The Norway grows 
quickly, but it is practically impos- 
sible to grow anything under it on 
account of its surface rooting habit 
and the too dense shade of its heavy 
foliage. In moist, warm springs the 
aphid pest, with its sticky honey dew 
and sooty mold, is found only on the 
Norway maple. 

Time to get the bird houses up in 
a hurry. Our summer birds will soon 
be with us. And what is also im- 
portant, to the birds, is a supply of 
drinking — and bathing — water. And 
don't make a bird trap by placing the 
bird bath low and convenient for 
skulking cats. 

> 

A beautiful and interesting tree is 
the yellow-wood. It is from the South 
and in June bears panicles of fra- 
grant white flowers. A handsome 
specimen is in the Zoological Gardens. 
The label says — Cladrastis lutea. 
> 

One of the most beautiful shade 
trees is the linden or basswood — tilia 
americana. The fragrant, cream-col- 
ored flowers are feasts for bees. Un- 
fortunately the linden, like the elm, 
is food for the Japanese beetle. Some 
of these days the beetle will have 
gone, and then we plant lindens, elms, 
dwarf horse chestnut, mountain ash, 
pussy willows and sassafras. 
/ 

When we asked where that delicious 
honey came from we were informed 
that it was from North Carolina and 
was gathered after the bees had feast- 
ed on the flowers of nyssa sylvatica, 
the sour gum, black gum or tupelo 
tree. Call it what you will, it is a 
wonderful tree. Some honey! Pep- 
peridge is another name for the sour 
gum tree. 

> 

Well! We're going to do it! We're 
going to say something that may get 
us into trouble, but it has to come 
out. Over-emphasis on table decora- 
tions, and arrangements in general, 
at flower shows. Interior decorating 
and art are fine in their respective 
places. The use of garden flowers in 
the house, color harmony — or con- 
trast, receptacles and the fitments 
that go with them are a part of the 
homemaker's and gardenmaker's life. 
| But when one who is not a gardener, 
does her gardening in the florist's ice 



box, and has ample funds to provide 
the table setting, can be lauded as a 
gardener — it is a bit too much. The 
growing of flowers, and using them in 
arrangements, seems perfectly a part 
of the flower show business. Let us 
call the interior decorating with flor- 
ist's flowers something else — it is 
surely not gardening. But — perhaps 
it does not pretend to be.

60 YEARS AT BALDWIN'S 



Funeral services were held on Mon- 
day afternoon for William Liseter 
Austin, for 18 years a member of the 
Lower Merion School Board, from his 
late residence, "Liseter Hall," Ithan 
avenue and Gulph road, Rosemont. 

Mr. Austin died last Thursday 
night of heart attack after an illness 
of but two days. He was in his 
eightieth year. 

Dr. Andrew Mutch, pastor of the 
Bryn Mawr Presbyterian Church, of 
which Mr. Austin was an elder, offi- 
ciated at the services. He was assist- 
ed by the Rev. Alexander McColl, of 
Philadelphia, and the Rev. J. Jar- 
den Guenther, of Swarthmore. 

Honorary Pall bearers included 
many close associates in his long busi- 
ness and civic career. They were: 
George H. Huston, Samuel M. Vau- 
clain, Thomas S. Gates, Wflliam P. 
Gest, J. Harrison Kerst, Harry Glean- 
zer, Robert McConnell, Archie Stev- 
enson, Arthur W. Sewell, John P. 
Sykes, Hugh McCloy, Everett E. Bur- 
lingame, S. E. Downs, Francis 
Bracken, R. P. C. Sanderson, Sidney 
F. Tyler, Sidney L. Hutchinson, G. 
Dawson Coleman and Thomas New- 
hall. 

JJurial was at West Laurel Hill 
Cemetery. 

Mr. Austin is survived by his wid- 
ow and six children: William L, Aus- 
tin, Jr., of New York City; Miss Re- 
becca J. Austin and Miss Anna A. 
Austin, both of Rosemont; Mrs. Ber- 
nard Todd Converse, of Rosemont; 
Mrs. Harry Pollard Converse, of 
Louisville, Ky.; and Mrs. William du- 
Pont, Jr., of Newtown Square. 

Born in Philadelphia, September 
22, 1852, Mr. Austin was educated in 
the public schools of the city. After 
working in a Patent office in Phila- 
delphia for a year when 16, he was 
with the Kensington Steam Engine 
Works for a time, then entered the 
employ of the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works in 1870. He served Baldwin's 
successively as draughtsman, design- 
er, engineer and vice-president, be- 
coming president in 1910-11, and 
chairman of the Board the following 
year. He then remained as a direc- 
tor until 1930, rounding out a connec- 
tion of 60 years with the firm. 

Mr. Austin was elected to the Low- 
er Merion School Board in 1913 and 
was chosen president of the Board in 
1919, a post he was re-elected to reg- 
ularly until his retirement from the 
Board last December.

Township's Friendly Action 

Saves Boro Large Expense 

The report of the Highway and 
Sewer Committee of the Narberth 
Borough Council, as submitted by its 
chairman, Robert F. Wood, at the 
March meeting of Council on Mon- 
day night, follows: 

"A total of $584 was expended for 
labor in the Highway Department 
during the month of February. There 
were no expenditures for materials. 
The principal labor items were $487, 
which was the cost of collecting 1038 
cubic yards of ashes and rubbish, and 
$23.20 for street cleaning. 

"During February the main sewer 
on Conway avenue became clogjred, 
causing sewage to hack up through 
the lateral and into the cellar of Mr. 
Victor D. Abel, of 18 Narbrook Park. 
This condition had previously occur- 
red last fall, and we thought that wo 
had remedied it by rodding that sewor. 
As soon as Mrs. Abel reported the 
condition on their premises we sent 
two of our men to clean up and 
fumigate their cellar. In view of the 
fact that our own equipment was ob- 
viously inadequate to bring about a 
permanent remedy of this situation, 
it seemed as though we might be 
compelled to make extensive excava- 
tions in Conway avenue. We learned, 
however, that the township owns a 
sewer-cleaning apparatus, and that 
they were willing to rent it to us at 
the rate of $36 per day, which in- 
cluded the use of the apparatus and 
the gang of township men who oper- 
ate it. 

"This sewerage cleaning- machine 
was put to work on Conway avenue 
early the next morning and completed 
the job of scraping out the sewer 
during that day. In addition to a 
large number of willow tree roots, 
the scraping disclosed 10 four-foot 
sewer rods, which had evidently been 
in there for a very long time. 

"The nromnt and friendly co-onera- 
tion of Mr. Evan James, the Town- 
ship Manager, should be made a part 
of this report. It saved the borough 
larere expense and enabled us to pro- 
vide immediate and permanent relief 
for the Abel family. We considered 
the possibility of the purchn<:e of 
similar equipment, but vour chairman 
has been assured bv Mr. James that 
the township would always be willing 
to co-onerate with us in a time of 
similar need. Therefore. *ince such 
emergencies have verv seldom arisen 
in the past, wp think it is better to 
rent the township apparatus, if and 
when needed." 



For nearly a century a Main Line 
landmark, the old Wynnewood School, 
at Hampstead road and Lancaster 
pike, has become the Main Line real 
estate headquarters of Robert J. Nash. 
The school was built in 1836 and re- 
built in 1878. It has been idle for 
years, except for a brief occupancy 
by the late Hugh B. Barclay as a 
display place for garden ware. Many 
times the size of the old school is 
Lower Merion 's new Wynnewood 
Road School, at Haverford road. 

In an attractive new dress of white 
and green, the building now houses 
a complete organization for Main 
Line real estate service, including ap- 
praisals, insurance and mortgages. 
The branch office at the Narberth 
station will continue, as will the main 
Robert J. Nash office, at 1214 Locust 
street, Philadelphia. 

Cabrey Terms Pro- 
hibition Perversive 



J. J. Cabrey talked over WPEN on 
Wednesday of this week, under the 
auspices of the Women's Organization 
for Prohibition Reform. 

Mr. Cabrey claimed that a legis- 
lative mandate such as the Eighteenth 
Amendment was altogether perversive 
of Christian tradition and philosophy, 
and he stated that the extraordinary 
activity in its behalf on the part of 
certain sects could fairly be construed 
as an admission of their own futility 
in affecting the life of the people, and 
in insisting that the police power 
should supplant the forces of religion 
and education, Mr. Cabrey said, the 
church was making a capitulation 
which would undubitably be reflected 
in a constantly dwindling spiritual 
influence. 

Mr. Cabrey could see no virtue or 
triumph, he stated, in a nation made 
sober as a result of the present en- 
deavor, which he described as one 
born with the bar sinister and inevit- 
ably doomed to perish.

Five boys and five girls 
go to make up a fine circle in this 
home. One of the very American 
things about this family is the inter- 
est shown by the parents in their 
children's interests. Not a speaking 
interest, but a living, active interest. 
The boys play basketball, and foot- 
ball, and in the spring it is either 
baseball or track. 

When any one of them has a game 
of importance, there you will find Dad 
or mother, and often both. When the 
big basketball games are being play- 
ed in neighboring towns, out comes 
the big car and the little car, and off 
the family goes to enjoy a fine eve- 
ning together.

If active participation in sports 
could be furnished to all the boys in 
America there would be practically 
no crime at all. One of the finest 
things along the Main Line for the 
good of the boys who live here is the 
operation of league basketball during 
the winter months. Ten churches 
have teams in a church league which 
has been in operation for several 
years. The recently formed Main 
Line League has eight teams in the 
field. In the Church league, the teams 
are made up of boys in their teens, 
with a few more mature fellows with 
not much athletic experience.

It is wonderful sport, and the young 
fellows form lasting friendships with 
the players with whom they come in 
contact. Healthy community spirit is 
formed between their neighboring 
towns with teams from Paoli to Nar- 
berth and all intervening communi- 
ties.

It is too bad that our Y. M. C. A. 
has failed to take hold of the wonder- 
ful opportunities offered along the 
Main Line, for the young people need 
such an institution, properly equip- 
ped and directed, to give the boys and 
girls \of this section leadership in 
athletic and social fields after they 
have severed their relations with 
schools, and to those who feel timid 

about competing for school teams.
